the Chairman of the Chiefs of Staff. Admiral Thomas 
H. Moorer. to spur action that should be taken to mov e 
toward the zero draft g oal, to put it in Pentag onese. 
The chang eov er will start with new emphasis on 
recruiting . In addition, there will be new inducements 
for additional enlistments both in the Reserv e and N a­ 
tional Guard components. 
For some time, a “ Project Volunteer Committee*’ has 
been working on way s to improv e the attractiv eness of 
military careers. Laird has asked his top serv ice offi­ 
cials to study the committee's recommendations and 
ev aluate them, to bring out the best way s to build up 
the v olunteer force. 
General William C. Westmoreland, Army Chief of 
Staff, enlisted the Army Association a g roup of civ ilians 
and retired officers dev oted to the senior military ser­ 
v ice. to assist in the all-v olunteer project. The chiefs of 
staff of the Nav y and Air Force will make the sam e plea 
to similar org anizations that support the Nav y and Air 
Force. 
Finally , Laird plans to submit to Cong ress leg isla­ 
tion to boost by 20 per cent the base pay for enlisted 
men. That is where the driv e for a v olunteer force be­ 
g ins. 
Fattening the pay of enlisted men is the first 
step to making military careers more attractiv e and 
thereby restoring an all-out v olunteer serv ice. 


I nemplov ment Downturn 


Labor Secretary Jam es Hodg son is not discourag ed 
by the most recent fig ure of 5 .1 per cent for unemploy ­ 
ment in the country . He told the United Steel Workers 
conv ention in Atlantic City the fig ure is likely to g o up. 
fractionally , in the nex t two or three months—to 5 .3 or 
5 .4 per cent—then stabilize and turn downward early in 
1 97 1 . 
Paul W. McCracken, chairman of the President’s 
Council of Economic Adv isors, ex pects the economy to 
reach full employ ment by the end of 1 97 1 . 
This would 
require a pretty rapid rate of increase in business ac­ 
tiv ity —something like six per cent g rowth in annual 
rate, in real, noninflated terms. 
If he had a mag ic wand. McCracken said he would 
like the economy to g et rig ht back to full employ ment. 
But hav ing g one this far in try ing to restabilize the price 
lev el, he said. “ We would not want to adopt such an all- 
stops-pulled out policy that would trip off another in­ 
flation.” 
Thus, he said that the end of 1 97 1 , g iv e or take a 
quarter, would not be an unduly cautious or unrealistic 
ambitious g oal for reaching full employ ment. In a work 
force of 8 0 million, the difference between the current 
5 .1 per cent unemploy ed and full employ ment with four 
per cent unemploy ed, is 1 .1 per cent, or 8 8 0.000 persons. 
It is toug h on the unemploy ed, but the economy can stand 
it for another y ear. 


More After 1 97 1 


The campaig n in New York's 2 9th Cong ressional 
District is the only race in the country this fall with two 
incumbent House members running ag ainst each other. 
The bitterness runs deep. 
It is more than locally im­ 
portant, because the 1 97 0 census fig ures will create many 
of the sam e kind of confrontations. 
This race is the result of redistricting . 
It pits Rep. 
Samuel S. Stratton, 5 4 . a rather hawkish Democrat who 
has made a career of winning elections in Republican 
districts, ag ainst Rep. Daniel E. Button. 5 2 , a rather 
dov ish Republican, who has been elected twice in an 
area that used to be a Democratic strong hold. 
When the census fig ures show the lost seats in sev ­ 
eral states that hav e lost population, redistricting will 
inev itably pit incumbents ag ainst each other if they 
wish to stay in Cong ress, as most do. once they crash in. 
They could be primary opponents, if they are from the 
same parly ; 0r g enera! election opponents, if they differ 
as they do in the New York 2 9th. 


Election watchers will study the results and the 
causes in the 2 9th New York for what it will tell them 
about strateg y and sty le that succeed in the coming 
battles of the incumbents.

Hijackers Play 
Politics, Rule 
Turkish Judges 


ANKARA, 
Turkey

The fate of the Lithuanian and 
his sor who hijacked a Soviet 
airliner last week and killed the 
stewardess was in the hands of 
the Turkish cabinet today fol­ 
lowing a provincial court’s re­ 
fusal to indict them.

The Turkish criminal code says 
that a foreigner accused of for­ 
eign crimes with a political mo­ 
tive will not be brought to trial 
or extradited. 
The court’s action sent the 
case to the justice minister, who 
must decide whether to drop it 
as a politcal crime or instruct 
the public prosecutor to charge 
the pair with felonies. The latter 
course would return the case to 
the courts for the final decision. 
The Soviet government has 
demanded the 
return 
of the 
pair, and a high level official in­ 
dicated the government would 
like to comply. But he said the 
government could not interfere 
with the workings of the court. 
Relations have been improving 
between the Turkish and-Soviet 
governments in recent years, 
and Moscow recently agreed to 
a $300 million credit for indus­ 
trial projects.
